The OOMBOlgn will l>c free from the |>er- 
MMl abuse, which all too often fofUM 
the greater part of the arguments used 
on bulb sides in a National campaign. 
There is little doubt that these? two men 
clearly rep resent everything which thi 
majority of their respective parties stand 
for. As ex-Governor Jackson, of Mary 
land, at present residing in Washington, 
puts it: " Roth men have been tried and 
the people know just where they stand; 
Iw.th men hold the same views on the 
money question ; Harrison would retain 
the present tariff - , Cleveland would large 
ly reduce it and increase the free list ; 
Harrison favors the enact man! of a Fed- 
eral election law, Cleveland opposes it."

'CRsel* using Canadian waterways, 
resolution has been introduced in 
the Senate authorizing him to retaliate.
